WHAT TRAM CONDUCTOR SAW. 

The various accounta of the affair are some- 
what conflicting, and it will be well at this point 
to give the account of the murder as related 
yesterday to an Jrish Times reporter by the 
tram conductor, Patrick Kearns, a middle-aged 
man, who resides at 14 Shelbourne road, Balls- 
bridge. The conductor, who had come on duty 
on the Dalkey linc at about 8 a.m., said 
“We reached Ballsbridge from Dalkey in or 
about 10 o'clock, No incident occurred which 
attracted my notice until we reached the stop 
at Sandymount avenue. There were about 60 
passengers on the tram, mostly people who | 
were obviously going in to business in the city. 
There were about a dozen ladies inside, the 
majority of the male passengers travelling on 
the top of the car, which is a double-decker. 
The gentleman whom I now know to be Mr. 
Bell was sitting just inside the door of the 
tram on the left-hand side. He was a fresh- 
looking gentleman of about 50 years of age, 
and he first attracted my attention from the 
fact that he was coughing and appeared to be 


suffering from a cold. He continued coughing 

all the way in until we reached the scene of the 

Church, and was alone.

“When we arrived at the Sandymount avenue

They were taking the gentleman out 
of the car by force and were pulling him 
roughly. Mr. Bell was resisting, but I never 
heard a word pass between him and his assail- 
ants. When they had him out on the platform 
I stood on the ladder for abcut half a minute 
or so. Then I noticed one of the three men 
putting his hand in his pocket and taking a re- 
volver from it. When I saw the revolver I 
went back to the top of the car. When first I 
saw the struggle Mr. Bell had his hands on 
either side of the door of the car, but the three 
men broke his grip, and they all came out 
struggling together on the platform. Ine of 
the three men was behind Mr. Bell pushing him 
and the other two were in front. 
When I went back to the top of the car I 
passed the remark to some gentlemen there 
“that something terrible was going to happen 
down stairs.” Then I felt very weak and sat 
down, and saw no more of it until I came to a 
bit, and saw him lying on the road. I heard 
about three shots fired.” 

Asked in what position Mr. Bell was lying on 
the road, the conductor said There was blood 
oozing from his head. He was lying about 
three yards from the tramear, between the 
tram and the kerbstone. There was a 
lot of confusion among the passengers. 
I did not get off the car. Some of 
the passengers went and lifted Mr. 
Bell in on the path and sent for the ambulance, 
The tram inspector, Mr. O'Connell, then came 
on the scene and told me to go ahead, and I 
went ahead into the city. The whole incident 
occupied a very brief period. It seemed to 
happen in about half-a-minute. I do not think 
the car was delayed more than two minutes.

LACK OF IDENTIFICATION.

There is very little 
traffic upon Simmonscourt road at that 
hour of the day, and it runs at 
such a distance from any dwelling 
house that none of those who saw the men leav- 
ing the scene of the shooting cculd give any de- 
tailed description of them. ‘The tram conductor 
and driver and ers who saw the men who 
committed the murder were unanimous in stat- 
ing that they wore no disguise Whatever, but 
professed, owing to the rapidity with which the 
deed was executed, that they were unable to 
give any account of their appearance. 


PANIC ON THE TRAM. 


Some of those who heard the cischarge of 
firearms stated that the shots were three in 
number, while others believed that they had 
heard four distinct explosions in rapid succession. 
After the removal of the body a considerable 
crowd gathered at the scene, and horror and 
indignation were expressed at the cold-blooded 
crime. Some of the members cf the Pembroke 
Fire Brigade proceeded to the spot and used a 
hose to wash away the pools cf blood which 
stained the pavements, A number cf the Dublin 
Metropolitan Police visited the scene after the 
shooting. One of the passengers “ho was on 
the tram stated that when the shooting took 
place most of those who were on ‘he tram left it, 
and gathered round the body, while a lady fainted, 
and had to be carried into a house in the neigh- 
bourhood. Some of the male passengers on the 
top of the car threw themselves from off their 
seats when the shots rang out. Bewilderment 
and terror seemed to have prevailed generally 
upon the car, save among those who were the 
actual participants in the deed. Mr. Bell him- 
self appears to have acted with great courage in 
the awful moments that preceded his death, 
and to have faced his murderers without flinch: 
ing. the assailants proceeded from the 
scene up Simmonscourt road 10 one appears 
to have made any attempt to follow them, and 
they ‘dispersed and made their escape without 
further incident.

THE NUMBER OF SHOTS. 

A gentleman, who was coming to business in 
Dublin, said that he was about one hundred 
yards behind the tram at the time of the shoot- 
ing.

Just 
after the shots he saw about six \oung men run 
up towards Donnybrook, They were not masked, 
and all seemed young men of the crdinary 
civilian type. He hurried up, and cn his arrival 
at. the spot saw the man lying cn the footpath 
at the corner of Sandymount avenue. A number 
of people an the tram had got out, and were 
attending to him. At the ime there was little 
blood on the path, but in a few seconds the 
whole place was bespaticred, and it was flowing 
on to the street.

Mr. Meldon, solicitor, 14 Upper Ormond quay, 
stated that he was walking citywards behind 
the tram upon which Mr. Bell was travelling.

AT THE HOSPITAL. 

The body of Mr. Bell was brought into the 
Royal City of Dublin Hospital at 10.15 a.m.

There was a bullet wound behind the right 
ear, another on the left wrist, and a third 
woumd in the left groin.
